pESULT OF BIG COTTON POOL 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—The 
United States court today an- 
pounced a decision which forbids the “* cor- 
pering”” of interstate commodities and in 
which the proceedings against 
James A. Patten of Chicago and others was 
pemanded for trial. 

The case grew out of the famous cotton 
pool in 1910 in which Patten and the others 
gitained contro] of the “ futures’ market 
and reaped, according to reports, a profit 
ef $10,000,000. 

The decision means that ail corners in 
wheat, cotton, corn, oats, lard, coal, or any 
other commodity are illegal and in viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

In the view of the attorney general, the 
éecision -is of supreme importance to the 


people. 
Sought to Control Prices, 


The purpose of a “corner” is toobtain such 
entrol of the immediate supply of any 
product as to enable those operating the 
“corner” arbitrarily to control the price of 
the product, 

Inthe cotton pool, Patten, according to the 
piling of the Supreme court, combined with 
Bugene Scales, Frank B. Hayne,and Wiliam 
P. Brown to gain control of the cotton raised 
dwimg the crop year ended September, 1910, 
adwhatever cotton, at the beginning of the 
gop year, was left over from prior crops. 

Those In the corner purchaged quantities 
@cotton for future delivery greatly in excess 
ofthe amount of cotton which would be in 
@tistende and available for delivery to them 
by the sellers thereof. They thus created 
an abnormal demand for cotton on the part 
of such sellers, who were forced to pay 
@icessive prices in order to make deliveries, 
@né similar excessive prices had to be paid 
also by bona fide spinners and manufacturers 
of cotton. 

It followed as a matter of course that the 
consumers were commelled to pay increased 
prices for cotton goods,

BANDIT SUSPECT 
-ADMITS HOLDUPS: 
AND BURGLARIES 


“Pal,’’ but Insists They 
Never Used an Auto. 


TELLS HOW EASY IT WAS 


“Gentleman Thief” Rents Room and 
Skips with Loot When 
Alone in House. 


VICTIMS IDENTIFY THREE MEN 


Hubert Saucier, the slight young French- 
Canadian suspected of being an automobile 
bandit, who broke away from a big detective 
on Sunday night and fied in a hail of bullets, 
Was captured yesterday afternoon. After 
three hours’ questioning he confeesed to 
three holdups and fifteen burglaries. He told 
his story in the presence of his more taciturn 
“pal,” Albert Cherest, whom he impli- 
cated. 

Four men visited Capt. Halpin’s office dur- 
ing the day and identified the two and James 
Mitchell as members of a gang which robbed 
them at the point of a revolver and then beat 
them. The crimes theee victiine accuee them 
of are not included im the three holdups 
whith Saucier admitted. 


Denies He Used Auto. 

Saucier denied repeatedly he used an auto- 
mobile in his depredations and the police did 
mot find any one who has been visited by the 
auto bandits who idemitified the men held as 
belonging to one of these pirate cTrews. 

Policeman Sticken, who was beaten by the 
band which robbed a North Clark street jew- 
elry store on Saturday, and J. M. Whiteford, 
who says he watched the job, have given the 
police the only evidence upon which to base 
the suspi¢ion that. the bunch rounded up

Holdups Cited in Confession, 
Saucier, who does not look his 22 yeara, de- 
clared he and Charest committed the follow- 
ing “ etickups ™: 

1. About three months ago we 
etuck up a man on Washington boulevard, 
between the park and Fortieth avenue. 
He had $15. I took the money from him 
at the point of a revolver and gave half 
of it to Charest. 

2. About a month ago we held up 
a guy on Oakley avenue, near Van Bu- 
ren street. He only had $2.50 and a pen- 
knife. He coughed up after I had poked 
a gun under his nose. I split the dough 
with Charest. 

8. Not more than three weeks ago 
we tackled another fellow on Fortieth 
avenue, near Harrison street. When I 
poked a gait at him he tried to reach to 
the sky and I hard?Py kept from laveh- 
ing. He only had five bucks. I gave him 
a kick and Charest and myself went to a 
galoon nearby, where I bought a drink and 
gave him his share. 


Story of “Gentleman Burglar.” 

Saucier is the mysterious “ gentleman bur- 
glar who has been renting rooms in differ- 
ent parts of the city and then skipping out 
with what he could. He did not give the ad- 
dresses of the burglaries, but fixed the num- 
ber at fifteen. His system he detailed as fol- 
lows: 

“T used to pick out a nice looking flat or 

residence which had a ‘Room For Rent’ 
sigm in the window. I dressed pretty well 
and made a good appearance and I didn’t 
have any trouble in getting a room. Nobody 
asked me for references. I'd stay in the room 
a day or two, or maybe four or five days— 
anyway, until I had sized up the valuables 
laying around loose. 
- "Then when everybody was downtown I 
used to pack the best stuff in a suit case and 
beat it. I've been: doing this for six monthe. 
I peddled whatever I got and used to get 
pretty good prices. This Was an easy game. 
Nobody got suspicious of me and I never 
expected to get caught. I had a key to the 
house and that @id away with the breaking 
in. Iidon't see why fellows will jimmy into 
places at night, taking al) kinds of chances, 
when they can go around in the daytime afd 
rent a room.”’ 


Victim Identifies Three. 


George W. Pinney, 619 Dearborn avenue, a 
court reporter, identified Saucier, Charest, 
and Mitchell as three of five men who at- 
tacked and robbed him of $92 at Sixteenth 
street and Wabash avenue on the night of 
Dec. 6 The gang broke hig right ankle, cut 
his face, and slugged him. He limped to de- 
tective headquarters, where Charest was 
brought before him. 

“ He’s the one who robbed me last,”’ as- 
serted Pinney. “ The only thing I have to 
thank him for ise that he overlooked a ten 
spot. That fellow *’~—pointing to Mitchell— 
“was standing on the corner and was the 
firet one to rum when they had cleaned me. 
I didn't see anything of an automobile 
around.” 

Later Pinney had a look at Saucier. 

“That fellow went through my clothes!” 
he shouted. “They took my Christmas 
money away from me and fiwed me so I could 
not work for ttwo montha”’ 

Then came Michael Wueéeckart, who hasa 
saloon at 401 Congress street. His unfortu- 
nate meeting with the robbers on a dark night 
about three weeks ago put him in the hos- 
pital. He just got out last week and he came 
to headquarters yesterday with his face 
swathed in bandages. 

Others Identify Them. 

* He’s the one who cut me,’ Wueckart at- 
most screamed when he saw Saucier. He 
also identified Charest as one of the robbers

APPROACHED BY STINE. 


The political power of the Chicago police 
foree and how ft is held as a club over the 
heads of recalcitrant aldermen when favors 
are desired was told yesterday by former 
Ald. Bernard W. Snow at the final session 
of the “ slueh fund ” civil service inquiry, 

A strange story of fear on the part of oth- 
erwise fearless aldermen and of constant 
dread that the police would “ get them *’ at 
coming elections wae told by Mr. Snow. He 
declared that during the four years he wees 
a member of the finance committee police re- 
quests were never considered on their mer- 
its, but only from the viewpoint, “‘ How will 
it affect my standing with the police?"’ He 
gaid the work of the committee constantly 
was hampered by police activity. 

Aldermen Feared Police. 
Mr. Snow sald actual cash had never been 
offered to an alderman by the police body, 
eo far as he knew, but that the constant fear 
felt by the members of the council as to what 
the police would do to them politically, if op- 
poeed, accomplished more than money could, 

He told of @ visit paid him by former 

President Stine of the United Police in 1908 
and of his refusal to advocate an advance 
in the wages of the police. Stine left in a 
rage. 
“The question of an advance in police 
pay was one of the most difficult we had to 
handle in the finance committee,”’ said Mr. 
Snow: “ It always was considered in execu- 
tive session, because of fear of political activ- 
ity on the part of the members of the force. 
They never considered the question exeept 
as it affected their own political future. It 
was never considered on its merits alone. 

“Two aldermen once came to me and 
said they would have to be with the police or 
be defeated at the next election. They said 
they couldn’t oppose the police and succeed 
in politice, It was at this time the question 


of @ raise came up.” 
Often Heard of Fund. 
Mr. Snow said he heard constant rumors of 
a slush fund to get an increase in pay for 
the police, but never heard of any actual 


te. 
peng sacred 1911. when Ald. Foell was chalir- 
man of the finance committee,” he gald, “* the 
police seemed more active and powerful than 
usual. One night in executive session Mr. 
Foell told us he had learned of a slueh fund 
te influence the aldermen. 

“ He told us of a blue envelope a policeman 
had shown him, but which he had toreturn to 
be accounted for by the officer. The com- 
mittee promptly voted down the increase, It 
was generally understood the police were 
ready and prepared to fight any one who 
opposed them. The work of the finance com- 
mittee was always hampered by this fear 
of the police, and their constant activity.” 


Ettelson a Witness. 


State Senator Samuel A. Ettelson, the first 
witness, @enied any direct knowledge of a 
slush fund being used at Springfield. He ad- 
mitted receiving a fee of $700 from two police 
officers, but insiste it was for personal serv- 
ices and not for the benefit of the United 
Police, He admitted he was paid by vouchers 
brought by officers of the police organization.

RUSSIAN COURT SENDS JEWS 
TO PRISON ON FRAUD CHARGE. 


Convicts 201 of Having Forged 
Diplomas of Moscow University De- 
claring Them to Be Dentists. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

MOSCOW, Jan. 6.—An interesting tria) in- 
volving fraud in connection with obtaining 
dentists’ certificates was brought toa close 
here today when 201 Jewish dentists were 
sent to prison for a year. 

For years the Jews could obtain certif- 
cates of dentistry by serving a required ap- 
prenticeship, but this system was revised 
by making it necessary to obtain a diploma 
from the Moscow university. The Jews who 
hold certificates could reside outside of the 
pale and the new requirement seriously 
threatened their chances of gaining the 
right, diplomas being necessary. 

The scheme of fraud was then inaugurated 
by which Jews could obtain certificates dat- 
ing before the requirement of a diploma be- 
came necessary, but they overreached them- 
selves and the fraud scheme was uncovered. 

Many arrests were made and 500 Jewish 
dentists and those who aided them were 
accused. This number was reduced, but 280 
of the Jewish dentists were arraigned in 
court today. Of these seventy-mine were 
acquitted. Nine phyeiciane and officials re. 
ceived sentences ranging from one to three 
years for procuring the bogus certificates for 
the Jews. 


/DINERS FLEE MORNING FIRE. 


Patrons of Loop Restaurant Rush to the 
Street When Smoldering Blaze Be- 
tween Walls Is Discovered.

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MILLIONS LOST 
IN COLD WAVE 


Fruit Crop in California Re- 
ported Damaged to Extent. 
of $3,000,000. 


FLORIDA IN DANGER, TOO, 


Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 6—Thousands of 
men were out tonight putting their ingenuity 
against the cold weather in an effort to save 
from further damage southern California’s 
orange and lemon crop, which wae valued at 
nearly $50,000,000. 

B. B. Shephard, manager of the San Ber- 
nardino county fruit exchange, issued 4 
statement tonight that the cold last night 
had damaged the citrus fruit crop of the 
county to the extent of $3,000,000. Citrus ex- 
perts say thie will increase prices of the 
product. 

The weather bureau predicted a calm night, 
with temperatures ae low as or lower than 
those which last night shettered the record 
of thirty years. 

Within a radius of 125 milesof Los Angeles, 
an area which embraces virtually all of the 
important orange and lemon growing sec- 
tions, emudge pots by the thousands smold- 
ered or blazed, emitting dense clouds of 
smoke, which it was hoped would raise the 
temperature within the orchards and groves 
sufficiently to prevent further freezing of 
fruit on the trees. 


Cold All Over State.. 


San Francisco, Cal, Jan. 6—Today was 
the coldest in twenty-five years In San Fran- 
cisco. according to official records. The 
temperature reached 32 degrees above Zero. 

Killing frosts were general throughout the 
state. The temperature at San Diego was 
28 degrees above zero, the coldest on record; 
at Eureka, 28 degrees; Los Angeles, 34; Fres- 
no, 20; Porterville, 20; San José, 30, and Sac- 
ramento ,26. 

Anxiety Felt in Florida. 

Tampa, Fla, Jan. 6—Fearing freezing 
weather predicted for this state during the 
next twenty-four hours will bring disaster to 
the orange crop, citrus growers throughout 
the state tonight made every possible prep- 
aration for protection of their groves.

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ON THE RAILROADS 


U. 8S. Supreme Court Holds 
They Cannot Annul Con- 
‘tracts with Shippers. . 


HITS DEMURRAGE LAW. 


Power to Fine Carriers for Fail- 
ure to Furnish Cars for Inter 


state Business Annulled. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—The power of 
the states over railroads and express com- 


panies suffered a hard blow today’ when 
the Supreme court held that since the paseage 
of the Carmack amendment to the interstate 
commerce law in 1906, the states had ceased 
to have the right to annul contracts between 
railroads and shippers limiting the lability 
for the loss of interstate shipments. 

Another serious blow was delivered when 
the court held that the states, since the pas- 
sage of the interstate commerce acts, and 
particularly the Hepburn law in 1906, had 
no power to penalize railroads for failure 
to furnish cars for Interstate shipments. 

In this connection the court declared un- 
constitutional the Minnesota reciprocal de- 
murrage law, authorizing the recovery by 
shippers of a dollar a day for every day dur- 
ing which the railroad failed to furnish 4 
car for the removal of freight. 


Cites Previous Decisions. 

The changes thus effected revolutionize 
the practice in many states. The court point- 
ed out that previous to the passage of the 
Carmack amendment the court had upheld 
an Iowa statute under which a contract lim- 
iting the damages in case of loss had been 
annulled and had also approved a Pennsyl- 
vania case in which it was held that the pub- 
lic policy of the state was opposed to such 
contracts. 

As a result of the passage of the Carmack 
amendment, however, the court, speaking 
through Justice Lurton, held that congress 
had manifested its intention to deal with the 
subject of carrier Hability for interstate 
shipments, and, that being the case, the state 
laws must give way. Consequently its de- 
cision at once annulled the Kentucky and 
Nebraska laws holding such contracts void, 


Federal Law Covers Damages. 


The court not only annulled state laws 
which seek to regulate the liability, but it held 
that the federal law, as expressed in the Car- 
mack amendment, dealt with the damage of 
railroad shipments and that it did not pro- 
hibit contracts limiting liability in return on @ 
low rate. 

Justice Lurton said it was just as rea#fon- 
alle to basé rates on value as on the char- 
acter of shipments. Furthermore, he added, 
it was not conformable to plain principles of 
justice that the shipper may understate the 
value of his property for the purpose of re- 
ducing the rate and then recover @ large 


value in case of lose. 


Shipper Bound by Contract. 

He laid down the principle that as long asa 
railroad or express company has published 
its rates based on the valuation of the prop- 
erty, the transportation .co ny need not 
inquire as té@the’value, He declared that the 
shipper was bound by what the recetpt for the 
goods showed and by the schedule of rates 
filed with the interetate commerce commie- 
sion. 

As to the reciprocal demurrage law for in- 
terstate commerce the court said that the 
Hepburn rate law expressly fixed the duty of 
carriers to furnish cars and that precluded 
the states from acting further on that gub- 


ject.

Netice by publication to a person absent from a

HELPS BOULEVARD LINK. 


If. Ordinance Passes, Condemnation 
May Be Simplified. 


Simplification of an important phase of the 
Procedure necessary for construction of a 
boulevard link between the north and south 
sides was assured yesterday. 

The city council committee on streets and 
alleys took action which, if approved by the 
council, will enable Chicago to group all af- 
feted properties in a single set of condemna- 
tion proceedings. It recommended for pass- 
age an ordinance to accept a return to the 
city’s jurisdiction of t part of Lincoln 
parkway planned to be im the link. The 
part involved extends from Ohio street to 
Chicage avenue. 


Now Under Park Control. 

It now is under the control of the Lincoln 
park commissioners, who have no power of 
condemnation If it were not returned to the 
city lawyerssaid a serious tangle would occur 
when the.time arrives for instituting the 
court proceedings required to widen the street 
and construct approaches to a double span 
acrogs the river. 

Charles H. Wacker, chairman of the Chi- 
cago plan commission, arrived too late to 
speak in behalf of the ordinance, but the ar- 
gument for it was made by Frank I, Bennett, 
former alderman; President Schilling of the 
board of local improvements, and Attorney 
| Robert Redfield. 


Speak of Extent of Taxes. 

The only questions raised in the discussion 
were those regarding the cost of maintaining 
the street and the extent to which a special 
asséssment for construction of the boulevard 
Jink will be spread. They, were raised by 
Ald. Frank Klaus, Stanley H. Kunz, Henry 
Utpatel, and John Haderlein. ‘ 

Mr. Schilling explained the assessments 
probably will be spread a considerable dis- 
tance north and south of the terminals of 
the improvement, although the exact range 
will depend on the findings of the court com- 
missioners. Using the condemnation pro- 
ceedings in connection with the widening of 
Twelfth street, he f{llustrated the extent of 
the assessments. 


U. S. SUPREME COURT DECIDES 
AGAINST CHICAGO POLICEMEN. 


Holds with State Tribuna] Officers Not 
on Olassified List Can Be Removed 
Without Trial. 


. Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—[{Spectal.]—The 
decision of the INinols courts that a Chicago 
policemaa, who is not imcluded in the chlassi- 
fied civil service, may be nemoved without 
a trial was upheld today by the United States 
Supreme court. The tribunal denied the 
petition of Charles T. Preston, a former Chi- 
cago policeman, who is seeking restoration 
to the force in the face ofan adverse decision 
by the Lilinals Supreme court. There are 
400 other Chicago policemen who occupy the 
same status 

“Among the contentions made by the 
plaimiff,” said Chief Justice White in de- 
livering the opinion, “and passed upon by 
the Supreme court of Illinois, was one to the 
effect that he had become an officer of the 
classified, service and entitled to the protec- 
tio against remova? conferred by an act 
styled the civil service act, and that hence 
his removel from office without written 
charges and without notice and an ,oppor- 
tunity to be heard amounted to ea detital of 
due process of law within the purview of the 
) State consiitution and of the constitution of 
the United States. 

* But the court below held these claims not 
maintainable on the ground that upon ae 
proper construction of the state statutes the 
petitioner was not in the classified service 
and Was subject to removal. This ruling is 
binding upon us and presents no federal ques- 
tion.” 

The court heM the relief sought was by 
mandamus and it could not pass on Preston’s 
plea tha: he was entitled to a pension.

At today’s sitting of the conference Turkey 
renounced in favor of the allies its rights 
to the Island of Crete, and promised further 
rectification of the Thracean frontier, but in- 
sisted upon the retention of Adrianople, 

The allies declared that this waa not satis- 
factory and suspended the conference. 

That does not mean a rupture of the ne- 
gotiations. The cpdnference may be resumed 
either by Turkey’ giving notification that it 
has fresh proposals to submit, or by the allies 
on the ground that they have communi- 
cations to make to the Turks.

The article on the Philippines by the well

We can surrender 
them to their own animosities and the out- 
gider’s greed. We can do all that by act of 
gongress, but we cannot give them inde- 
pendence. They could not receive and keep 


the gift. — 


MR. TAFT DOES NOT COMPREHEND. 

If Preskient Taft wishes his speech of 
Saturday night in New York to stand as a 
gimcere statement of his understanding of 
the Progressive movement he must be pre- 
pared to encounter general amazement that 
@ man who has gone so far in public service 
could so fail to comprehend a set of issues. 

Mr. Taft bas referred frequently to the 
Progressive movement in terms intended to 
describe it as one of illusion and Utopian 
idiocy. It might have been fair politics to 
do so in the campaign, but it was not states- 
manship then, and it is not now. Mr. Taft 
bas the right to oppose the principles of the 
third party, but not the right to misrepre- 
gent them. 

If he cannot ee ver them that is an 
excuse, little as it fiatters hissagacity. The 
alternative is the unpleasant one of saying 
that although he comprehends them he 
wishes even now to lead other people to 
snisa pprehension. | 

His good natured tolerance of the hx- 
manitarian desires of the Progressives is 
merely a preface to the unjust statement 
that the Progressive party began and ended 
with ‘good intentions. 

Mr. Taft would have the nation believe 
that a number of visionary radicals planned 
to set up a government under which there 
gould be no misery, no suffering, no poverty, 
no discontent, no hardships, and no want. 
If he is to be allowed to state the intent 
and hopes of his opponents, he is, of course, 
justified in condemning them in his own 
terms. “ Millennium ” is a word for which 
iMr. Taft has great relish when it may be 

msed to point the direction in. which the 
foolish and vain hopes of men are travel- 
ing. Against such idiotic visions Mr, Taft 
gets up his own serene common sense and 
good judgment and invites the nation to 
observe the follies of the ome policy and 
the wisdom of the other. 

It is amazing that such misconception of 
g political movement could govern a presi- 
dent of the United States. Mr. Taft says 
that when he asked for specifications as to 
how this era of human blessedness might be 

_ peached there were no specifications forth- 
coming—the Progressives could dream of 
things desired by all men, but they could 
pot plan. 

Such a statement is In violent conflict with 
the fact that the Progressive platform set 
before the country the only detailed spe- 
ific program of legislation that has been 
fesued in a campaign in a genération. 

Mr. Taft may be unable to comprehend 
it, but the Progressive party sought defi- 
nitely by carefully considered, practical 
ways to apply principles of social justice tn 
goverfiment. What these principles were 
the program specifically set forth. To say 
that Progressives sought the millennium 
is a terrific criticism of the. good intent of 
the nation and of its ability in self-govern- 
ment. 

The Republican party cannot be strength- 
hed by decrying the Progressive program 
as visionary and hopeless. That is the way 
the Republican party made the Progressive 


party. 


THE CASE OF CASTRO. 


Castro appealing or contesting for au- 
gnittance to the United States is a ludicrous 
pawn of fate. This former petty tyrant of 
gnsolent speech and atrocious deed made 
the American people much trouble and 
threatened to make them more. It was 
bardly his fault that we did not encounter 
serious international difficulties. He dis- 
gurbed the peace and he invited the wrath of 
foreign nations—nations we could not permit 
to take the measures against him demanded 
by his own acts. 

In his fallen estate he is an engaging ras- 
cal of shrewd philosophy. He wishes only 
to visit the United States that he may be- 
come better.acquainted with the “land of 
freedom.” Unfortunately the sneer has 
enough truth behind it to sting. 

The gates of the “land of freedom ” are 
being guarded by officials who are consulting 
prejudices rather then law in passing on 
the requests of alien’ for admittance. Oas- 
tro has been detestable, but he has yet to 
become the kind of man barred by law from 
potering this country. He is the deposed 
paler of a foreign country. The items of our 
pomplaints against him are not the specifi- 
pations of a just prohibition. 

We care nothing for Castro, If he meets 
fnjustice he has earned it, but we cannot 
afford to set up precedents of barring this 
Country to political refugees. It is wile 
fe our national thought. 

Castro is a man to be watched. To per- 
~ nit him to enter the United States and es- 


: — a revolutionary junta out of which 


the rod of another nation’s wrath. Inthe 
cage of Castro we should not be the victims 
of our own prejudices. 

When it falls upon the state department 
to furnish reasons for the deportation of 
an alien it is time to examine carefully the 


FORCE IN AMERICA. 
Mr, John J. Fitzpatrick, president of the 


Chicago Federation of Labor, it must beas-. 
sumed, and assumed with regret, speaks for 


a considerable part of the union men of this 
community. He has been head of the feder- 
ated trade unions of Chicago for a number 
of years. Even making due allowance for 
the fact that politics in unions, as in the 
larger world of politics proper, frequently 
puts unrepresentative men into power, 
President Fitzpatrick must be recognized as 
representing if not majority opinion at least 
the most effective and influential minority 
opinion in the labor ranks of this city. 

President Fitzspatrick’s remarks at the 
Sunday meeting, therefore, challenge the 
community. They should not be dismissed 
as the rant of an excited fanatic, and if they 
partake of demamogy it must be admit- 
ted, at least, that it made a powerful and 
successful appeal. 

This being the case, President Fitzpat- 
rick’s indorsement of a reversion to the 
primitive methods of force in our social and 
industrial readjnstments in the United 
States must be considered seriously as an 
authoritative utterance of labor. Such a 
public declaration is, at any rate, far to be 
preferred by the general public to secret ap- 
proval. What this public must wake up to 
is the deplorable truth that some of the lead- 
ers of organized labor are insympathy, open 
or undisclosed, with force as a means to the 
industrial progress of the wage - earner. 
These leaders point to the sufferings, the in- 
equities and iniquities, amd the burdens borne 
by the man who toils, They declare that 
redress a and improvement will be and must 
be accelerated by violent measures because 
the law or its administration is against them. 

To men who believe this the ballot is not 
sufficient. Appeal to the justice and human- 
ity of the public is not sufficient. American 
institutions seem to them either fundament- 
ally at fault or in the possession of in- 
trenched oppression of the wage earner and 
not to be taken from them. The steady 
progress of social amelioration and the bet- 
terment of industrial conditions are denied 
or held to be unreasonably slow. 

Where American public opinion and the 
opinion of the more considered and far see- 
ing of unionists, we believe, agree, must 
sharply divide from the opinion of those who 
justify or condone violence in this country, Is 
not as to the right of revolution but as to its 
excuse under conditions now prevailing in 
this country. That they are shameful in 
gome respects the public is growing to real- 
ize, and with that realization is coming a 
determination to wipe out the shame of 
them. And the pity of violence and violent 
leaders is that they obscure the justice of 
labor’s appeal to the gonscience of the na- 
tion and divert, public indignation from the 
exploiter to the exploited. ; 

If the money and effort put into some of 
these subterranean activities of misguided 
labor leaders were spent in the advertise- 
ment of evil conditions before the jury of the 
American people, progress would be steady 
and reforms sure. This may seem to men 
who feel passionately the wrongs of the la- 
boring class a slow process. Itis not. But 
even if it were, it is not going backwards. 
And assassination is going backwards. It 
cannot be justified by the sufferings of the 
underfed and overworked wage earner. It 
cannot be justified in a country having free 
schools, a free press, and manhood suffrage. 


IN SIMPLER FORM. 

Col. James Hamilton Lewis is, as might 
be expected, skillful but, we fear, sophistic- 
al. Let him take his suggestion of rewards 
for the election of two Democratic senators, 
strip it of its graces and write it baldly. 
Mr. Lewis says if he were president he 
would announce that “ legislators who en- 
able me to carry my policy by their vote in 
giving me senators would be rewarded by 
being given position consistent with their 
merits that would enable them to participate 
in the execution of the policy of the people 
and earn the rewards which would come 
for such faithful service in the honors and 
appreciation visited on them by their constit- 
uents.”’ 

Mr. Lewis’ suggestion is overdressed. In 
a simpler garb of words it is: Legislators 
at Springfield who vote for two Democratic 
senators will get jobs for their votes. 

We submit the proposal to the consider- 
ation of Mr. Lewis in this form.

~ it conditions can scarcely be said to pre- 
vail, we find European city diphtheria rates 
are much below those of American cities. 
For instance, such rates as Paris, 18; Lon- 
don, 18; ag 22, and New York, 45; 
Philadelphia, 87, and Chicago, 29. Why 
the difference? Is the antitoxin better? Do 
they _ more of it? Do they hospitalize 
better 


> 
The question should be studied and the 
reason for the difference found. Somehow 
or other we are going back in the last few 
years. Somehow or other we are guilty of 
sins of omission or commission. We must 
change our method somewhere—I mean 


our community method rather than our 


method of handling the individual patient. 

The diphtheria situation differs from that 
of scarlet fever. We know thebacillus. Its 
form, its shape, its habits, its chemistry, its 
life history are fully known. It is always 
easy to make a diagnosis in both typical and 
atypical cases. The carriers can be diag- 
nosed with certainty as well as the typical 
cases. We have an antitoxin which is cur- 
ative—always curative where the disease 
has existed less than a day and usually cura- 
ble when given in the first few days.

Conditions, of course, are not bad in the 
sense that they were bad in the old days. I 
have before me a report of the Chicago 
health department for 1880. I read that the 
number of deaths from diphtheria in 1879 
was 1,534. The population was 503,000. On 
that basis the number of deaths for 1912 
would be 7,600. Compare this with 900. 
During that year the health commissioner 
picked out 100 of the busiest physicians of 
the city and wrote each a letter asking [1] 
if he thought diphtheria contagious, and (2) 
if he thought it could be caused by sewer 
gas. To the first question 13 did not reply, 
61 replied yes, 14 no, 3 “ sometimes,” and 9 
“undecided.””’ To the second 18 did not re- 
ply, 33 answered yes, 46 answered no, and 8 
“ undecided.”’ 

The probable explanation of the increase 
in the last few years is that there is an In- 
creasing number of mild casés. The number 
of carriers—not sick at all; or only mildly 
eick—is increasing, and these in turn are re- 
sponsible for an increase in the number of 
deaths. It seems paradoxical that a de- 
crease in the virulence of a disease should be 
responsible for an increase in the number 
of deaths produced by it—yet that seems 
the best explamation available. At any 
rate, it is worthy of investigation.

Spain, in the reconstructed cabinet

last week, was the subject of much dis- 
cussion a few years ago in the press on this 
side of the Atlantic as a suitor for the hand 
of Miss Matilda Townsend, daughter of Mrs. 
Richard Townsend of Washington, who, how- 
ever, ultimately married one of her own 
countrymen—namely: Peter Gerry of New 
York. 
The duke is a wrandasnhew. and undoubt- 
edly the favorite kinsman—of Empress Eu- 


génie, whose sister married the fifteenth Duke 


of Aiba. The late duke, that is to say, the 
father of the new minister of the interior of 
Spain, died in New York eleven years ago, 
while over here for the purpose of attending 
the America cup yacht races off Sandy Hook. 

The present duke, who stood high In the 
good graces of the late King Edward and was 
frequently his guest at Sandringham, has 
royal English blood in his veins. For he is 
descended in the male line direct from James 
Il., by the latter’s left handed union with 
Arabella Churchill, sister.of the great Duke 
of Mariborough. King James conferred upon 
this best loved of his sons the titles of Duke 
of Berwick, Earl of Tinmouth, and Baron of 
Bosworth, by patent dated March 19, 1687, 
when he still éccupied the throne of Great 
Butals, and these patents are recorded in the 

‘Patent Rolls of England.” But having 
sided with his father at the time of the revo- 
lution and having accompanied him to 
France, he was attainted as a Jacobite in 1605 
by parliament, his British honors becoming in 
consequence forfeited to the crown, 

_— 

Achieving almost as much fame as a mill- 
tary commander as his uncle, the first Duke 
of Marlborough, he was, for his services in the 
Spanish war of succession, created Duke of 
Fitzjames by Louls XIV. of France, and Duke 
of Lirla and of Zerica by King Philip of Spain. 
He left two sons, the younger inheriting his 
French dukedom of Fitejames, which is sti 
in existence today, while his two Spanish 
dukedoms went to his eldest son, who like- 
wise assumed his father’s English dukedom 
of Berwick, which, though not recognized by 
the English crown, has been borne by his 
descendants ever since. In fact, to find the 
Duke of Alba of today in the “Almanach de 
Gotha,” one is obliged to look for him under 
the name of the Duke of Berwick. 

The dukedomes of Berwick, of Lirla, and of 
Zerica became merged in the far more ancient 
one of Alba, through the marriage of the 
third Duke of Berwick and Liria to the daugh- 
ter and heiress of the eleventh Duke of Alba— 
a dukedom first created by Emperor Charlies 
V. at the time when he called’ the Spanish 
grandezza into existence. In some countries 
the name is spelt Alva, and it is as sueh thet 
the firet duke Nves ih history as Dmperor 
Charlies V.’e and King Philip I1.’s viceroy of 
the Netherlands, where he is said to have sent 
no less than 18,000 Dutch patriots to the 
scaffold during his seven years term of office. 
A remarkable portrait of him is to be found 


in John Lothrop Motiey’e “ Rise of the Dutch '

His residence at Madrid, known asthe Lirla 
Palace, is one of the grandest in the Spanish 
capital, filled from cellar to garret with art 
treasures and almost priceless archives. Con- 
taining, as the latter do, documents from ths 
eleventh to the twentieth century, they em- 
brace the history of all the most interesting 
period@ of the annals of Spain, and comprise 
& quantity of letters written by Christopher 
Columbus, which throw light upon many dark 
points of his life; confidential communica- 
tions between Mary Queen of Scots and Queen 
Elizabeth, the records of the first Duke of 
Alba's viceroyalty of the Netherlands, and 
the only true account of the terrible tragedy 
played by King Philip Il. and bis son Don 
Carlos, which Schiller has tmmortalized.

In order to understand all? the wealth of 
treasures of this kind in the Liria palace, it 
must be remembered that the duca! house of 
Alba has numbered among its guests and 
friends Velasquez, Titian, Murillo, Cervantes, 
Calderon, besides princes, kings, queens, and 
emperors, cardinals, and even popes. 

The duke is twenty-fourth hereditary high 
constable of the kingdom of Navarre, and 
possesses al sorts of honors, including the 
historic dignity of Court-Duke of Objuresz, 
none of which, however, he prizes more high- 
ly than his membership of the ancient society 
of Hermandad de la Paz y Caridad, that is to 
gay, the Fraternity of Peace and of Charity, 
which, founded by Don Juan Manara y Men- 
doza, the beatified original of the hero of Lord 
Byron's “‘Don Juan,” takes charge of ths 
Prisor.ers under sentence of death, during tha 
last twenty-four hours Immediately preced- 
ing their execution.

“ Having at the general election in Novem- 
ber, 1910, been elected a member of the board 
of county commissioners of Cook county, and 
at the same election elected president there- 
of, I claim and I insist that Mr. Ajexander 
A. McCormick was never legally qualified 
for the office of member of said board or for 
office of president of said board; and as to 
said office of president of said board, I am 
under my election of 1910 holding over until 
my successor shall have been duly elected and 
qualified. 


Bartzen Talks of Duty. 

** Having at the general election in Novem- 
ber, 1912, been reélected member of said 
board, it became my duty to serve as such, but 
I have never relinquished or abandoned the 
Office of president of said board to Mr. Mc- 
Cormick or anyone else, but have always in- 
sisted, and still insist, that I am president. 

‘Knowing that the legality of Mr. Mc- 
Cormick’s qualification would be settled by 
the courts I have felt ita part of good citizen- 
ship and official conduct not to act in any 
manner which might disturb the orderly pro- 
cedure or convenience of the board. But 
I do not wish these actions to be misunder- 
stood or misconstrued as an abandonment 
or relinquishment of my rights, which are 
and will be continuously insisted upon.”

Representative Madden Tells Stimson 
Health of City Is at Stake. 


{BY A STAFF CORRBSPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 6—[Special.]— 
Chicago's application for permission to di- 
vert additional water from Lake Michigan 
through the drainage cana) for sanitary pur- 
poses will be passed on by President Taft 
before Secretary of War Stimson makes pub- 
lic his decision. 

This was the assurance given Representa- 
tive Madden of Chicago today at the White 
House and at the war department. 

That Chicago municipal officials are 
alarmed by the persistent report represent- 
ing the forthcoming decision as adverse to 
the application was made evident by the 
mission of the congressman. 

Mr. Madden attended a conference of 
Mayor Harrison and the sanitary district 
trustees in Chicago last Saturday. He was 


\Geputed by those officials to see the president 


and Secretary Stimsonin regard to the status 
of the application and the decision thereon. 


Stimeon Keeps Finding Secret. 

The secretary did not indicate to the con- 
greseman in any way what is the purport of 
the conclusion he hae reached, but stated 
that he expects to make it public within a 
few days. He consented, however, to dis- 
cuss the matter with Mr. Taft before issuing 
the decision. 

“ This simply is a question of deciding be- 
tween health and dollars,’ the congreseman 
told the secretary. ‘“‘ The health of Chicago 
is dependent on the proper drainage of its 
sewage through the sanitary canal. On the 
dollars side. you have the rich navigation 
interests of the great lakes, which are op- 
posed to Chicago's plea. I hope you will 
write your decision with this in mind, and if 
you do I am confident there is only one way 
you cam decide it.”’ 


Madden Confers with Taft. 

Mr. Madden went immediately to the White 
House gnd discussed the matter with Preai- 
dent Taft, who consented to take the ques- 
tion up with Secretary Stimson, probably 
after the cabinet meeting tomorrow. The 
congressman in his talk with the president 
dweit on the importance of the matter to the 
city.

Declares American Federation 
Will Not Repudiate Struc 
tural Ironworkers. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 6—Sam 


of Labor, speaking today before the senate 
subcommittee on judiciary in favor of the 


Clayton anti-injunction and contempt bills, 


replied to criticisms aimed at the organiza- 
tion of workers which he heads because of 
the trial and conviction for dynamiting of 
officers of the Structural Ironworkers’ union. 

“Tf ever the time shall come,”’ said Mr. 
Gompers, “ when government by dynamite 
shal) be attempted (and let us hope and 
work that !t never shall come) it will haveas 
ite main cause the theory and policy upon 
which is based government by injunction— 
personal government foisted upon ouf people 
instead of government by law.” 

In closing his statement, which included 
an assault upon employers’ and manufac- 
turers’ associations, particularly the United 
Btates Steel corporation and the National 
Erectors’ association, Mr. Gompers declared 
organized labor would not repudiate the 
Structural Ironworkers’ unions “‘ and léave 
them helpless and at. the mercy of organized 
capital and insatiable, uncurbed greed for 
profits. 


Accuses Capital of Conspiracy. 

“Though: all ceneure those whom men may 
deem guilty of dynamite conspiracy,” he 
continued, “none feels the terrible conse- 
quences of the Indianapolis trial more keenly 
than the men of organized labor. There have 
been added heartache and sorrow to our 
already heavy burdens. The men accused 
and sentenced cannot suffer the penalties 
alone—upon them and all workingmen fall 
the suffering and penalty. 

“But what of the conspiracy of organized 
capital—the conspiracy to murder the liberty 
of the toiiers, to tear from them the means of 
protection by which they have bettered their 
condition, to leave them bare and defenseless 
in the competitive struggle? Is not sucha 
conspiracy sufficiently dastardly to incur 
some odium? Should the conspirators with 
their hands stained with life blaod of men’s 
ambition, happiness, liberty, be accorded 
nothing but honor, power, respectability? 
Should they be allowed to continue to man- 
ipulate the powers of government, the ad- 
ministration of justice until] the oppressed 
find the burden intolerable? More wise it is 
to seek social justice while yet we may. 


“Attack on Judge Anderson. 

“The judge who presided at the trial real- 
ized one of the issues—government by injunc- 
tion, lawless, autocratic, irresponsible exer- 
cise of governmental authority, according 
privileges to the strong and denying justice 
to the weak. 

‘“* Even the judge who tried the case, smugly 
assured of personal ifresponsibility , fatupoue- 
ly declared that ‘the evidence in this case 
will convince any impartial person that gov- 
ernment by injunction is infinitely to be pre- 
ferred to government by dynamite.’ . 

“The worthy judge had blindly chanced 
upon one of the causes,: but had: failed to 
wealize causual relationship) Thé ‘words to 
him were simply a conventional epigram-+—he 
does not know that there is a’ law of life just 

mi mmutable as the law of gravitation, ofat- 

ction and repulsion, a law of life which 
celta tyranny and injustice by résistance. 
The inaptness, aye, the unwarrantabte char- 
acter of this utterance of the judge, discloses 
how far afield outside of the cage he went to 
take another slap at labor.” 

Mr. Gompers defended the American Feder- 
ation of Labor as a force for betterment of 
conditions and resented the attacks made 
upon it.

Bree assume that thre counts allege 
whatever the Circuit court treated them as 
alleging. Its opinion, given at the time, al- 
though not containing any express ruling 
upon the point of difference, shows that the 
counts were treated as alleging an operative 
scheme, one by which the market could be 
cornered. The court spoke of it as ‘com- 
trary to public policy,’ as ‘arbitrarily con- 
trolling the price of a commodity,’ and as 
‘positively unlawful in any state having a 
statute against corners.’ Evidently, it was 
assumed that every: element of running a 
corner was present. We accordingly indulge 
that assumption, but leave the parties free 
to present the question to the District court 
for its decision. 


Question of Conspiracy. 

" We comé, then, to the question whether 
a conspiracy to rum a corner in the available 
supply of a staple commodity, such as cot~ 
ton, normally a subject of trade and com- 
merce among the states, and thereby to 
enhancé artificially ‘its price throughout the 
country and to compel all who have occasion 
to obtain it to pay the enhanced price or else 
to leave their needs unsatisfied, is within the 
terms of section 1 of the anti-trust act, which 
makes it a criminal! offense to ‘engage in’ 
a ‘conspiracy in restraint of trade or com- 
merce among the several! states.’ 

“The Circuit court, as we have seen, an- 
swered the question In the negative; and this, 
although accepting as an allegation of fact, 
rather than as a mere economic theory of the 
pleader, the statement in the counts that 
interstate trade and commerce would neces- 
sarily be obstructed by the operation of the 
conapinacy. 


Rules Against Objections. 

“The reasons assigned for the ruling, and 
now pressed upon our attentidn, are: 

(1). That the conspiracy does not belong 
to the class in which the members are en- 
Saged in interstate trade or commerce and 
agree to suppress competition among them- 
selves. 

“(2). That running a corner, instead of re- 
straining competition, tends, temporarily at 
least, to stimulate it, and 

“(). That the obstruction of interstate 

trade and commerce, resulting from the oper- 
ation of the conspiracy, even if a necessary 
result, would be so indirect as not to be a 
restraint in the sense of the statute. 
' “Upon careful reflection we are constrained 
to hold that the reasons given do not sustain 
the ruling and that the answer to the question 
must be in the affirmative. 


Refers to Oil Decision. 

“ Section 1 of the act, upon which the 
counts are founded, is not confined to volun- 
 tapy ‘aints, as ‘where persons engaged in 
interstate trade or commerce agree to sup- 
press competition among themselves, but in- 
cludes as wel imveluntary restraints as 
where persons not so engaged conspire to 
| compel action by others, or to create artificial 
‘eonstitions,. which necessarily Tmpede/or bur- 
den the due coursé of such trade or commerce 
Or restrict the common liberty to engage 
therein.“ 

“ As was said of this section in Standard 
Ol company vs. United States, 221 U. S. 1, 
59: 

“* The context manifests that the statute 
was drawn in the light of the existing prac- 
tical conception of the law of restraint of 
trade, because it groups as within that class 
not only contracts which were in restraint 
of trade in the subjective sense, but all con- 
tracts or acts which theoretically were at- 
tempts to monopolize, yet which in practice 
have come to be considered as in restraint of 
trade in a broad sense.’ 


Sees Oppression of Trade. 

“It well may be that running a corner 
tends for a time to stimulate competition, but 
thig does not prevent it from being a forbid- 
den restraint, for it also operates to thwart 
the usual operation of the laws of supply 
and demand, to withdraw the commodity 
from the normal current of trade, to en- 
hance the price artificially, to hamper users 
and consumers in satisfying their needs, and 
to produce practically the same evils as does 
the suppression of competition. 

“ Of course, 
where the trade or commerce affected is 
purely intrastate. Neither does it apply, as 


this court often has held, where the trade or 
commerce affected is interstate, unless the 
effect thereon is direct, not merely indirect. 
But no difficulty is encountered in applying 
these tests in the present case when its sa- 
lient features are kept in view.

“It was. a conspiracy to run a cornerin the 


cotton, a product of the southern states, 
largely used and consumed in the northern 
states. It was a subject of interstate tradc 
and commerce, and through that channel! it 
was obtained from time to time by the many | 
manufacturers of cotton fabrics in the north- 
ern states. “ 


Effect on Every Market. 

“The corner was to be conducted on the 
cotton exchange in New York City, but by 
means which would enable the conspirators 
to obtain control of the available supply and ' 
to enlfance the price to all buyers in every 
market of the country. 

“This control and the enhancement of the 
price were features of the conspiracy, upon 
the attainment of which, it is conceded, its 
success depended. Upon the corner be- | 
coming effective there could be no tradirg in 
the commodity except at the will of the con- 
spirators and at such price as their interests 
migkt prompt them to exaet. And so the con- 
spiracy was to reach and to bring within 
its dominating influence the entire cotton 
trade of the country. 

** Bearing in mind that such was the nature, 
object, and scope of the conspiracy, we re- 
gard it as altogether plain that by its neces- 
sary operation it would directly and ma- 
terially impede and burden the due course 
of trade and commerce among the states 
and therefore inflict, upon the public the in- 
juries which the anti-trust act is designed 
to prevent. 


Says Intent Was Plain. 

* And that there is no allegation of a spe- 
cific intent to restrain such trade or com- 
meree does hot make acainst this conclusion. 
for, as is shown by prior decisions of thir. 
court, the conspirators must be held to have 
intended the necessary ard direct conse 
quences of their acts. 

“ The defendants place some reliance upon 
Ware & Leland vs. Mobile county, 200 U. 8. 
405, as showing that the operation:of the 
conspiracy did mot involve interstate trade 
or commerce, but we think the case does 
not go so far and is not in point. 

“As we are of opinion that the statute 
does embrace the conspiracy which the Cir-/ 
cult court treated as charged tn counts 7 and 
8, as construed by it, its; judgment on those 
counts Is reverged and.the eage is remanded 
for further proceedings in cenformity with 
this opinion.”’

RAILWAYS MAKE WAGE OFFER. 


Schedule of Maximum and Minimum 
Rates Submitted to Committee of 
Locomotive Firemen. 


New York; Jan. 6.—Compromise increases 
in wages, affecting nearly all roads, and a 
proposal to submit to a cOmmittee the ques- 
tion of two firemen on certain types of loco- 
motives are proposed by the conference com- 
mittee representing fifty eastern railroads 
in their reply submitted today to the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen. 

A minimum and maximum rate of pay for 
all firemen is established, and while it ma- 
terially increasés wages on some of the roads, 
other roads now paying high rates are not 
affected. In brief, the proposal is similar 
to the award of the arbitration board in the 
engineers’ wage controversy. 

The committee of the firemen said it would 
take the proposal under.advisement and sub- 
mit an answer to the rallroad managers at a 
later date.

BOARD TO CONTROL TRUSTS? 


Senator Bristow Offers Bill to Create 
Body Similar to Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 6—Senator Bristow 
of Kansas presented to the senate today a 
proposal for an industrial commission of 
seven members to take over the work of the 
bureau of corporations and exercise control 
over all persona, firms, or corporations doing 
an interstate business with gross receipts of 
more than $5,000,000 a year. 

Explaining the bill to the senate he said it 
proposed to create a body similar fo the inter- 
state commerce commission to hdve the same 
power over industrial concerns that the latter 
exercises over transportation companies.

TELLS OF GLUE “TRUST.” 


Witness Says Several Nations in. 
Europe Help Combine 
Keep Monopoly. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—A soore of man- 
ufacturers, importers, and others affected 
by custome changes stated their views 
before the house committee on ways and 
means today in the first of a series of hear- 
ings preliminary to revision of the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law at the coming extra ses- 
sion of congress. 

The discussion ranged from poker chips 
to sponges and from caustic potash to laun- 
dry soap. The burden of the arguments was 
for the maintenance of the present tariff. 


Shows Great “Glue Trust.” 

The specter of « gigantic glue trust cov- 
ering nearly the whole world wes raised 
by Charles Delaney, president of che National 
Association of Glue and Gelatin Manufac- 
turers. Mr. Delaney pictured “the European 
glue trust” as doing its work with the ep- 
proval of the various Duropean governments 
absolutely controlling the glue manufactur- 
ing industry of Germany and Austria, with 
plants in Italy and France, Hollend and 
Russia, and recently extending its opere- 
tions to South America, controlling 75 per 
cent of the output of glue of the continent of 
Europe.’ He said any material change in the 
present conditfons would seriously weaken 
the industry. 


Protests Search for Details. 

The committee interrogated Mr. Dorlan, 
treasurer of the American Graphophone com- 
pany of Bridgeport, Conn., so closely about 
its business that he told the members he 
did not think it their business to ask about 
private details.

Sentiment in Senate Turns 
Toward Proposal Made by 
President: Taft.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—[Special.]--The 
Panama cahal controversy with Great Brit- 
ain will be advanced another stage in a few 
days with the reply of the United States 
government to the note of protest of Sir Ed- 
ward Grey. 4 

It is now expected that the reply will be 
handed to Ambassador Bryce this week, fol- 
lowing the return to Washington of Secre- 
tary of State Knox, who is due tomorrow. 

The note will not be be an unqualified ac- 
ceptance of Sir Edward’s proposal that the 
matter be referred to arbitration, though it 
will be a step in that direction. 

The chief purpose of the reply will be to 
reduce the controversy to the real issues of 
the question and afford a basis for an agr¢e- 
ment as to exactly what is disputed and what 
ig conceded on each side. 

Grey Claims to Be Analyzed. 

The arguments of Sir Edward Grey wil 
be exhaustively analyzed and it is certain 
that many of his contentions — denied 
on behalf of the United States.’ It is ex- 
pected that the correspondence relative to 
the negotiation of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
will be drawn upon heavily for material with 
which to dispute some of Sir Edward's 
claims. 

While President Taft has publicly com- 
mitted this administration to arbitration, it 
ie intended first that it shall be made clear 
exactly what is in dispute and what is to be 
arbitrated, if arbitration is necessary. 


Taft’s Proposal] Wine Favor. 

Disclosure of the fact that President Taft 
expects to see the canal controversy re- 
ferred only to a special tribunal made up of 
an equal number of British and American 
arbitrators produced @ perceptible change in 
the attitude of the senate in so far as the 
senate view was indicated by statements of 
senators today. Many senators were more 
inclined to view favorably arbitration of 
the canal dispute when they learned of the
